VALE residents 
who work in 
Cardiff kept The 
GEM switchboard 
busy on Monday 
and Tuesday this 
week, after experi¬ 
encing hold-ups of 
up to 20 minutes 
because of the new 
traffic lights at the 
Five Mile Lane 
junction. 

The lights were 
switched on last Friday 
and all went smoothly 
over the weekend, but 
on Monday, the com¬ 
bined effect of the end 
of the Easter holidays 
and the return to 
schools meant that 
there were long tail¬ 
backs. 

GEM reader Terry 
Hoggett, who lives in St 
Hilary, had trouble on 
Monday so, on 
Tuesday, he was taking 


detailed notes. 

He said: “At 8.10 
am, I hit the A48 tail¬ 
back, and I clocked it 
at 1.3 miles. It took 14 
minutes, crawling in 
first gear, to reach the 
lights. 

“At the lights, it was 
on red for 40 seconds, 
with traffic piling up 
on the main road, and 
few vehicles emerging 
from the side roads.” 

Later, at around 
8.30am on Tuesday, 
Vale MP Alun Cairns 
and Vale Councillor 
Jonathan Bird found 
the traffic queueing 
back past the Aubrey 
Arms, and estimated 
the tailback at four 
miles. 

Mr Cairns insisted:

COUNCIL 
SAYS IT 
WILL KEEP 
FEEDER 
SCHOOLS’ 


Report by PHILIP IRWIN 


THE Vale Council 
has backed away 
from far-reaching 
changes to its 
school admissions 
policy - changes 
that would have 
meant abandoning 
the ‘feeder school’ 
system. 

The proposals had 
caused concern in 
schools such as 
Llancarfan, Llanfair and 
St Nicholas - all schools 
that feed into Cowbridge 
Comprehensive. 

At the moment, par¬ 
ents from outside the 
immediate catchment 
area of these three 
schools enrol their chil¬ 
dren to improve their 
chances of moving on to 
Cowbridge 
Comprehensive. 

It was felt that an end 
to the feeder school sys¬ 


tem could reduce pupil 
numbers at the schools, 
making them vulnerable 
should a review of 
capacity take place in the 
future. 

Following an exten¬ 
sive consultation, the 
cabinet of the Vale 
Council has accepted a 
report which has advised 
keeping the feeder sys¬ 
tem, with some amend¬ 
ments. 

A Vale Council 
spokeswoman said: 
“The new arrangements, 
which will come into 
effect for admissions to 
year-7 classes from 
2014, will give a high 
priority to applications 
for children who attend a 
named feeder school and 
live in the catchment 
area of their preferred 
secondary school.”

A48 traffic 
problems

He continued: “It 
would have paid for the 
missing element of the 
new access to Barry 
Island. I will be rais¬ 
ing it with the Leader 
of the Vale Council 
when we next meet. 

Coun Bird added: 
“The whole job has 
been a debacle from 
start to finish, with lit¬ 
tle or no consultation 
with the affected par¬ 
ties. 

“The scheme seems, 
with a confusing 
amount of signs (over 
40). I really don’t think 
this is progress. 

“I have called a 
meeting with Alun 
Cairns MR, the local 
community council, and 
the Vale’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber, Coun Rob Curtis. 

“We expect to get 
together at 2.30pm this 
Friday at the Reading 
Rooms in Bonvilston. 
This situation is wholly 
unacceptable. ” 

Andrew Loosemore, 
operational manager 
for highways and engi¬ 
neering, said: “The 
phasing and timings of 
the new signals will be 
closely monitored over 
the next couple of 
weeks. 

“These will be 
adjusted, as appropri¬ 


ate, to suit the opera¬ 
tional requirements of 
the junction and 
achieve the best per¬ 
formance. 

“This should ensure 
that any queuing along 
the A48 is reduced to a 
minimum, particularly 
at peak periods and as 
drivers become more 
accustomed to the new 
layout. 

“The installation of 
traffic signals at this 
junction has been 
implemented as a high¬ 
way safety scheme with 
the safe control of traf¬ 
fic movements through 
all parts of the junction 
being the primary 
objective. 

Unfortunately, the 
consequence of achiev¬ 
ing this safety of move¬ 
ment is a certain 
amount of traffic queu¬ 
ing along the A48 at 
the new signals to 
achieve this objective. 

“These junction 
improvement works on 
the A48 Sycamore 
Cross were funded by 
the Welsh Government 
as part of their 
National Transport 
Delivery Plan for 
2012/13 and this fund¬ 
ing could not be 
utilised for any other 
purpose including that 
of an access road to 
Barry Island. ”

‘FEEDER SCHOOLS’

The council wrote to 
all parents of children 
attending its primary 
schools to inform them 
of proposals to change 
from the current feeder 
system to a catchment 
system. 

The consultation, 
which was published on 
the council's website and 
ended on March 1, 
received 785 written 
responses. 

Coun Chris Elmore, 
the Vale Council cabinet 
member for children’s 
services, said: “I am 
grateful to everyone who 
took the time to let us 
know their opinion on 
this important policy. 

“We have carefully 
considered all the com¬ 
ments and have altered 
our initial proposal to 
retain a high level of pri¬ 
ority for children attend¬ 
ing feeder schools. 

“Last year, 96 per cent 


of parents were allocated 
a place at the school of 
their choice, and I am 
keen to retain the high 
levels in the future.” 

Andrew RT Davies, 
the Leader of the Welsh 
Conservatives, who lives 
in the Vale, said: “It does 
now appear that common 
sense has finally pre¬ 
vailed. 

It is disappointing, 
though, that once again it 
has required vociferous 
opposition from local 
parents, governors and 
teachers for the council 
to come to the right con¬ 
clusion. 

“It was vital that the 
excellent pastoral care 
and strong links between 
schools were maintained 
and I will continue to 
work constructively with 
the Vale council to 
ensure that the educa¬ 
tional needs of our chil¬ 
dren are met.” 

Vale MP Alun Cairns 
called it “another U- 


turn” - referring to the 
furore over proposals 
that could have shut 
three Vale primary 
schools. 

He said that he had 
received many letters 
and emails from worried 
constituents who were 
concerned that their chil¬ 
dren would not be able to 
be admitted to the same 
secondary schools as 
their siblings.” 

He said he understood 
that, of the 785 written 
responses to the consul¬ 
tation exercise, only 22 
were in favour of the 
change. There were also 
two petitions with a total 
of 1,015 signatures 
objecting to the propos¬ 
als. 

He added: “It is hard 
to understand why the 
council would want to 
change a feeder school 
system that clearly is 
accepted by parents as 
playing a significant role 
if a secondary school is 
over-subscribed. 

“The Vale Council and 
Coun Elmore, as cabinet 
member for children’s 
services, seem to swing 
from one chaotic saga to 
another.”

The photos used in 
the first exhibitions 
were printed from the 
large collection of slides 
that the late Jeff Alden 
used for his talks and 
classes, and I am 
indebted to John 
Sherwood for painstak¬ 
ingly photographing and 
indexing these. 

This long procedure 
is still ongoing. 

An important way 
ahead is the gradual 


digitisation of all our 
records. Any new 
material is usually 
scanned, at the moment 
in my home. 

Working with the 
library, other Vale histo¬ 
ry groups.

tos from the 50s, 60s 
and 70s of land before 
housing development; 
papers of William 
Aaron James, who built 
Stafford House, the 
‘GEM’ offices, St 
Crispin’s, amongst oth¬ 
ers and never threw 
anything away; photo¬ 
graphic recording of the 
numerous beer and tem¬ 
perance bottles from the 
Cowbridge breweries, 
plus an 18th century 
clay pipe bowl, 
retrieved from the 
Waitrose site; material 
on the local government 
changeover in the 1970s 
with its marked effect 
on Cowbridge town 
council; and memorabil¬ 
ia of the 1920s 
Cowbridge Motor Club. 
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An original version 
of the intriguing poem 
‘Mount Edgecomb’ was 
lent for closer inspec¬ 
tion - written in 1805 
by a former grammar 
school pupil on his 
memories of Cowbridge 
and the Vale. 

He had served at 
Trafalgar, but his identi¬ 
ty remains a mystery. 

As always, the patient 
research of Brian 
James, joint president of 
our newly structured 
Cowbridge History 
society, is invaluable at 
these times. 

We have had queries 
from people researching 
houses, buildings, gar¬ 
den plots, street devel¬ 
opment, the railway, the 
toll gates etc, often for 
projects and theses; the 
cattle market’s history, 
the fairs and carnivals; 
the Salmon wells of 
Penllyn, and numerous 
families. Descendants 
of ‘Jim the cooper’.

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Thatcher legacy: ‘she changed all our Hues’ 


T his week’s news 
has been dominated 
by the passing of 
Margaret Thatcher. I 
fully recognised that not 
everyone supported her 
policies, but I want to use 
this week’s column to 
reflect on her influence 
that can still be felt today. 

I had the privilege of meeting 
her several times. The two most 
recent occasions stick in my 
mind; one in March before the 
2010 general election, when we 
chatted about the Vale and she 
recalled Sir Raymond Gower as 
the long standing member. 

The last time, however, was 
just six months later, when her 
mental health had deteriorated 
considerably. It was very sad to 


see, as it is with anyone suffer¬ 
ing dementia. 

My first engagement was 
when I wrote to her when I was 
12 or 13 years old, while at 
school. I still have the reply 
somewhere! 

Few would disagree that radi¬ 
cal change was needed when 
she was elected in 1979. Strikes 
were commonplace, and subsi¬ 
dising national industries was 
the norm. This situation left a 
paralysed economy. 

Subsidies to industry meant 
that taxes on families and busi¬ 
nesses were higher than they 
would otherwise have been, 
leading to an even worse com¬ 
petitive position. 

The proportion of people who 
owned their own home was rel¬ 
atively small and was less than 


in some of the Soviet eastern 
bloc countries. 

There was the threat of a war 
with the Soviet Union, which 
risked all our freedoms. 

We were the sick man of 
Europe and change was needed. 
Her reforms democratised the 
unions so that strikes couldn’t 
be called on a simple show of 
hands. Secret ballots led to very 
different outcomes and the num¬ 
ber of strikes reduced. 

National industries were 
reformed and privatised. British 
Steel in Port Talbot in the 70s 
received £lm a week from the 
taxpayer in subsidies and within 
a few years after privatisation, 
taxes on the company’s profits 
were over twice that. Ordinary 
people became share holders. 

One of her most significant 


changes was to allow and 
encourage people to buy their 
own homes, most notably coun¬ 
cil houses. This had a huge 
impact on families across the 
country; their parents before 
them could only dream of such 
an opportunity. 

Tax levels were reduced to 
provide greater rewards to 
working people. 

It is clear that many of these 
changes brought about difficul¬ 
ties to many individuals and 
communities. 

Many will pose the question 
whether the benefits that I have 
talked about were out-weighed 
by the fall-out of the policy 
changes. 

For me, the ultimate judge¬ 
ment comes from the actions of 
future governments of different 


colours. The fact remains that 
even Tony Blair and Gordon 
Brown, did not reverse the 
major changes she introduced. 

They did not change union 
ballots, they did not renation¬ 
alise industries, nor did they 
block the sale of council homes. 

Even Mr Blair admitted this 
week that he continued in the 
direction that she had set. 

On an international level, no- 
one would deny her significant 
role in bringing an end to the 
Cold War, or her part in bring¬ 
ing down the dreadful dictator. 
General Galtieri through sup¬ 
porting the right of self-determi¬ 
nation of the Falkland Islanders. 

Love her or loathe her, she 
changed all our lives.

Council to examine 
village’s ‘wish list’ 


THE Vale Council 
is to request a series 
of feasibility studies 
on various options 
put forward for 
land in Dinas 
Powys formerly 
occupied by St 
Cyres School - 
after 477 residents 
responded. 

Cabinet members 
were presented earlier 
this week with a report 
on the consultation on 
the future of the old St 
Cyres School site in 
Dinas Powys. 

The report was pre¬ 
pared after discussions 
in the scrutiny commit¬ 
tee for corporate 
resources. 

The cabinet members 
were told that 477 Vale 
residents had responded, 
with people generally 
being in favour of a 
mixed development on 
the site, although there 
was concern about the 
effect on roads in the 
area. 

The most popular 
suggestions were 

improved sporting and 
leisure facilities; hous¬ 
ing; educational facili¬ 
ties; green space and/or 
allotments; and a new 
medical centre.

Another suggestion 
was the proposal from 
Dinas Powys Baptist 
Church to occupy part of 
the site to accommodate 
both church services and 
community related facil¬ 
ities. 

The report quoted Mr 
Brian West, a church 
spokesman, as saying 
that the church had used 
the site previously and 
was keen to return. 

Mr West drew atten¬ 
tion to the current eco¬ 
nomic climate and to the 
wish to reach out to the 
community to give sup¬ 
port in various ways in 
difficult times through, 
for example, the provi¬ 
sion of workshops for 
adults to improve their 
skills, and through facil¬ 
ities for children. 

He stated that the 
church would be quite 
prepared to work in col¬ 
laboration with any 
other bodies in shared 
accommodation if 
required. 

Vale councillor Keith 
Hatcher also spoke when 
the report was being pre¬ 
pared. 

He looked at sport in 


the area, and spoke of 
the popularity of Dinas 
Powys FC, and the need 
for the club to improve 
its facilities to progress 
through the league, and 
about the shortage of 
hockey facilities in the 
Vale. 

Coun Hatcher said 
that he understood that 
funding that is currently 
available for a new 
health centre could be 
withdrawn if no progress 
was made within 12 
months. 

He indicated that the 
community council had 
discussed the provision 
of sport and leisure facil¬ 
ities on the site with 
sporting organisations 
and that there was poten¬ 
tial for grant assistance 
to be accessed through 
those organisations. 

The scrutiny commit¬ 
tee report said there was 
a need for an assessment 
to be made of the viabil¬ 
ity of the various propos¬ 
als, so that a ‘wishlisf 
for the development of 
the site could be drawn 
up.

EARLY £19 
million of 
damage has 
been caused to new 
homes by trees 
over the last five 
years, according to 
figures released by 
NHBC. 

The leading warran¬

in damage to the house 
foundations due to 
subsidence or heave, 
particularly where the 
foundations have not 
been designed with 
trees in mind. 

“If the tree was 
added or removed 
before the house was 
sold by the builder, 
NHBC’s Buildmark 
warranty may provide 
protection. 

“However, if the 
tree was removed or 
planted by the home- 
owner subsequently, 
NHBC cannot provide 
cover and the house¬ 
hold insurance may 
also not cover the 
damage.

House sales in Wales 
are 'holding steady’ 

- housing market suruex; 


T he number 
of houses 
sold in Wales 
remained at a high 
level for the third 
consecutive month, 
as increased confi¬ 
dence in the mar¬ 
ket continued to 
translate into sales, 
according to the 
latest RICS hous¬ 
ing market survey 
(April 9). 

In the three months to 
March, chartered sur¬ 
veyors in Wales sold an 
average of 16 homes, 
which was no change 
from February’s figure. 

A spokesperson said 
confidence had been 
slowly returning to the 
UK housing market 
since the summer of 
2012 and transaction 
levels had been consis¬ 
tently high for three 
consecutive ‘months. 

This had been mir¬ 
rored by the number of 
homes coming onto the 
market, which took an 


increase in March, as 26 
percent more surveyors 
reported rises rather 
than falls in new 
instructions. 

This was “a massive 
improvement” on 
February’s negative 
reading, which saw a 
net balance of seven per 
cent more surveyors 
reporting decreases 
rather than increases in 
new instructions in 
Wales. 

Meanwhile, chartered 
surveyors across Wales 
reported no movement 
in prices during March 


from the previous 
month as, once again, a 
net balance of six per 
cent more respondents 
reported price falls 
rather than rises over 
the last three months. 

Moving on to 
demand, there was a 
slight increase in the 
number of prospective 
buyers who got out and 
viewed property during 
March, as a net balance 
of four per cent more 
surveyors reported rises 
in new buyer enquiries.

S PRING is at 
last beginning 
to show; 
celandines, prim¬

The bees are active, 
but the chill east winds 
are preventing foraging 
on a regular basis from 
taking place. On days 
when the sun has put in 
an appearance for any 
length of time, bees 
have ventured out. 

However, unless we 
get a change in the 
weather pattern, i.e. 
warmer, I will have to 
continue with the feed¬ 
ing of all colonies. A

great provider of pollen 
and nectar for the bees 
here at Fonmon would 
have been the oilseed 
rape, but due to very 
unseasonable condi¬ 
tions, it is not showing 
any sign of normal 
growth yet. 

Some of it may well 
even fail altogether. 

Several members of 
the beekeeping fraterni¬ 
ty are reporting losses 
of colonies, and this is 
mainly due to the pro¬ 
longed winter. 

Those of us who 
have colonies surviving 
may well be able to 
help out when, and if, 
our own bees begin to 
expand - that is, the 
Queens start laying and 


external sources of 
pollen and nectar 
become available. 

As I have often 
pointed out, the weather 
is the dominating factor 
- last year’s weather 
certainly disrupted the 
country as a whole and 
everyone suffered to 
some degree. 

Many factors are 
working against the sur¬ 
vival of the honeybee at 
present. Indeed, the fate 
of many pollinating 
insects is in the balance; 
should they disappear 
from the face of the 
earth our diets will 
change dramatically.

available for all to read 
and digest, I will have 
to keep my ideas to 
myself. 

Cardiff Beekeeping 
Society now have 
beginners’ courses 
under way. It is hoped 
that those new to the 
management of honey¬ 
bees will not become 
too dismayed if their 
first foray into beekeep¬ 
ing does not provide 
them with some honey 
by the year’s end. 

Those who do take 
up the craft, are entering 
at a very challenging 
time, and even seasoned 
beekeepers are not 
always on top of the 
challenges. 

So, as Shakespeare 
put it, “Once more to 
the breach, dear friends, 
once more.” 

I for one will certain¬ 
ly be striving to ensure 
the survival of honey¬ 
bees and all insects - be 
they pollinators or no.

G.I. Joe’s second 
outing is brash, 
dumb {and a little fun!) 


T here are 
many things 
in life that 
send a chill to the 
very marrow of my 
bones; the thought 
of starting my 
Christmas shopping 
on December 24, 
cats, and having to 
watch episodes of 
The Only Way is 
Essex until the end 
of time. 

However, all of these 
are infinitely more 
appealing than the 
thought of having to sit 
through G.I Joe: Rise of 
the Cobra again. 

An unmitigated vapid 
mess of a film, it is two 
hours that neither 
myself, nor anyone who 
has seen it, will ever get 
back. That a sequel was 
on the cards was another 
scary thought; however 
G.I Joe: Retaliation has 
ditched original director 
Stephen Sommers and 
much of the cast, and 
brought on board both 
Dwayne Johnson and 
Bruce Willis. 

This time round, the 
Joes (numbering, among 
others, .Johnson's 
Roadblock and Adrienne 
Palicki's Lady Jaye) are 
forced to battle not just 
the evil Cobra organisa¬ 
tion but also the 
American government, 
when they are ambushed 
and accused of being 
traitors to their country. 

The surviving Joes 
must find out what has 


happened and stop the 
world from bring taken 
over by a familiar face... 

It's safe to say that 
any expectation level I 
had for G.I Joe: 
Retaliation was tem¬ 
pered somewhat by the 
fact that it had jettisoned 
its director and cast and 
was moving on to make 
a fresh start; and, to be 
fair, it is a successful 
one to a point, as the 
elements that made the 
first outing so intensely 
hateful (farewell the 
'comic relief of Marlon 
Wayans) have been 
stripped. 

The result is a slight, 
generally entertaining 
film that does exactly 
what you would expect 
it to do with as little sub¬ 
tlety as you would imag¬ 
ine, and makes for a 
pretty diverting 110 min¬ 
utes of cinema. 

Your life won’t 
change as a result of it 
(no matter how big a G.I 
Joe fan you are), and 
you won’t remember it 
by the time the credits 
roll, but for entertain¬ 
ment that makes most 
‘mindless’ offerings look 
like Tolstoy, it works. 

The change in the 
director’s chair helps, 
with John M Chu strip¬ 
ping back Stephen 
Sommers’ ridiculous ten¬ 
dencies and grounding 
the film as much as you 
can when it involves 
nanobot technology and 
massive underground 
prisons.

of Step Up 3D has 
shown he can be a visu¬ 
ally interesting director 
without having to worry 
about things like charac¬ 
ter development and log¬ 
ical plotting. 

So it goes here, the 
film ticking all the 
action movie boxes and 
delivering explosions, 
shoot-outs and as much 
bloodless violence as a 
12A film can muster, 
with one sequence, 
involving a ninja battle 
across mountain tops, 
very impressively han¬ 
dled. 

The script is as one- 
note and anodyne as you 
would expect, dealing in 
generic ‘world domina¬ 
tion’ territory with very 
little originality, while 
the characters manage to 
avoid undergoing any¬ 
thing like a journey. 

Only Adrianne 
Palicki’s Jaye and 
Byung-hun Lee’s Storm 
Shadow have some sem¬ 


blance of characterisa¬ 
tion, while some, like 
D.J Cotrona’s Flint, have 
barely any importance 
and even less personali¬ 
ty. 

Thankfully, the film’s 
saving grace comes in 
the hulking shape of 
Dwayne Johnson, who, 
while on nowhere near 
the form he has shown 
in the likes of Fast Five, 
has just about enough 
charisma to give the 
character of Roadblock 
something that is defi¬ 
nitely not on the page, 
the actor in his physical 
element. 

Similarly Bruce 
Willis’ extended cameo 
as G.I Joe himself sees 
the actor hardly extend¬ 
ing himself, but Willis 
offers a nod and a wink 
that at least shows the 
film isn’t afraid of tak¬ 
ing itself seriously - and 
that is perhaps the 
biggest saver for G.I 
Joe: Retaliation, that it’s 
a film that knows it’s 
noting more than a pop¬ 
corn film with little 
smarts and plenty of 
brawn. 

On those terms, it can 
be viewed as a success. 

VERDICT - 
Intelligent blockbuster? 
Go elsewhere, but for an 
idiotic action movie that 
promises little but deliv¬ 
ers enough, G.I Joe: 
Retaliation isn’t half 
bad. There are no points 
for its ridiculous script 
nor acting, but plenty for 
providing dumb enter¬ 
tainment that doesn’t 
linger. Average.

Over the 
years, the under-12s have never 
beaten Pontypridd, so the boys 
approached the team apprehen¬ 
sively. 

However, this nervous ener¬ 
gy produced the season’s best 
performance so far. 

With each half only five min¬ 
utes long, there was no room for 
any unforced errors, and to the 
boy’s credit very few mistakes 
were being made.

out a fullback. 

E. Thomas opened the scor¬ 
ing with a try unopposed wide 
out after R. Williams had taken a 
number of defenders with him 
before off-loading a simple pass 
for Thomas to walk in the try. 

The game’s second try came 
from a great steal from a 
Bridgend driving maul by Jack 
Little, who popped the ball to 
Jack Dixon to score from just 
inside his own half. 

Straight from the kick-off of 
the second half, Ben Jones went 
on a great run, making a couple 
of dummies, before off-loading 
to Jack Dixon who scampered 
in for his second try of the 
game. 

The next try was virtually a 
carbon copy of Dixon’s last try, 
but this time in was I.Williams 
making the dummies and scor¬ 
ing a try from just inside his 
own half.

The third game in the pool 
was against, Newport High 
School Old Boys (NHSOB), a 
team Cowbridge have never 
played.

NHSOB came back strongly 
in the second half and were 
camped in the Cowbridge 22 for 
most of the game’s final few 
minutes. The boys were wearing 
their hearts on their sleeves and 
not allowing the bigger NHSOB 
backs any room. 

With a minute to go, NHSOB 
were awarded a scrum 10 
metres from the Cowbridge line. 
A great pack effort, allowed 
Lewis Hawke the Cowbridge 
hooker to win a vital scrum 
against the head, and the tourna¬ 
ment was won. 

Throughout the day the boys 
played some exceptional rugby 
against very good, well organ¬ 
ised and trained teams. The 
standard of play for under-12s 
rugby was excellent. 

Well done, boys! Player of 
the tournament was Ben Jones.

stages, just as he did last 
year, would, I feel, have 
finished a lot closer to the 
winner. 

Be that as it may, the 
11-year-old Cappa Bleu 
ran a cracking race and 
Evan, who has now 
trained three fourths, a 
third and a second said:

Cappa Bleu wasn’t the 
only horse from the Vale 
to run in the race as the 
Tim Vaughan trained 50- 
1 chance Saint Are fin¬ 
ished a respecable 9th 
ahead of another Welsh 
trained horse. Always 
Warning.

TOYOTA IS BACK IN 
THE MPV MARKET 


T HERE are few 
vehicles that will 
transport three 
generations of the 
same family, but 
MPVs {multi-purpose 
vehicle) solve this diffi¬ 
culty. 

Traditionally, though 
there’s one drawback and 
that is that they’re envi¬ 
ronmentally unfriendly gas 
guzzlers, which is why 
Toyota scrapped its popu¬ 
lar Previa. 

However, it has revisit¬ 
ed the MPV, with the 
introduction of the com¬ 
pact yet versatile Verso. 

With its three rows of 
seats the Toyota Verso 
Icon was the perfect solu¬ 
tion for the Saunders fami¬ 
ly when my wife Caroline 
wanted to treat her parents 
to a day out, but didn’t 
want them to drive. 

We drove to her parents 
with Harriett (two) and 
Heidi (three weeks) both 
in their car seats in the 
rear. When we collected 
Caroline’s parents, Harriett 
and Heidi were swiftly 
shoved in the boot. 

Not quite how it 
sounds, because the third 
row of seats fitted snugly 
into the boot floor. They 
were simply pulled up for 
use. 

Initially, it seemed that 
space was tight in the rear, 
but then I discovered that 
the second row slid for¬ 
ward in the same way as 
the front. 

Access to the third row 
was simple because each 
seat in the second row 
folded forward with the 
puU of an easy-to-use 
lever. 

There were only six of 
us and the Verso could fit 
seven, which meant that 
the middle seat in the sec¬ 
ond row was redundant. 
Great then that it could be 
folded down flush to give 
a little extra room. 

We were aU pleasantly 
surprised with how user- 
friendly and versatile the 
seating arrangements were 
in the Verso. The designers 
have clearly thought long 
and hard over the best use 
of space and they have 
done a good job. 

Passengers in the sec¬ 
ond row benefited from 
folding tables, which came 
in very handy when we all 
decided to eat our picnic 
in the car, because it was 
far too cold outside. 

The driver of such a

vehicle is always keen to 
know what his passengers 
are doing and so a helpful 
folding panoramic mir ror 
can be found above the 
rear view mirror; a very 
useful tool indeed -1 
could even see my daugh¬ 
ters in the third row. 

Cubbyholes abound for 
all the family clobber. 
When the third row of 
seats is in operation, boot 
space is drastically 
reduced and so it is helpful 
to find a sizeable hidden 
space in the boot floor, 
large enough for a reason¬ 
able size bag, as you can 
see from the videos at 
testdrives.biz. 

The 1.6-litre petrol 
engine can be a little 
lethargic and I had trouble 
selecting second gear - 
the six-speed box not as 
smooth as I would prefer. 
However, the brakes were 
shaip and precise. The 
cmise control could be 


tmsted to keep the set 
speed no matter how 
steep the incline. 

Despite its capabilities 
inside, the Verso felt a rel¬ 
atively small car to drive, 
proving fairly easy to 
park, helped by the addi¬ 
tion of the rear parking 
camera that appeared in 
the media centre in the 
middle of the dash. 

The one thing I could¬ 
n’t come to terms with 
though, was the position 
of the speedometer and 
rev counter. They were 
not directly in front of the 
driver as usual but to the 
left. 

The Verso benefits 
from all the practicality of 
the old Toyota Previa and 
Renault Espace but in a 
more user-friendly and 
compact package, better 
suited to the demands of 
today’s families.
